When Carter was governor of Georgia, he made the 
same effort to try to help those who had legitimate 
gripes against alleged injustices Sometimes an appeal 
would get his attention and action would be taken 
But how far a President can go in dealing with

raonal problems of the people remains to be seen 
ere are many situations where appeal after appeal 
has been sent to the White House and other federal 
agencies and the only response is a form letter saying 
nothing can be done 
Carter is making an attempt to reach persons with 
individual problems by setting up a special branch under 
assistant Midge Costanza, who has a staff which tries to 
forward complaints to the Cabinet departments and 
agencies But the frustration of reaching the President 's 
ear remains for many 
John Edward Bonney of Lake Ozark. Mo., has written 
Carter appealing for an investigation of the Small 
Business Administration in Kansas City for its handling 
of a disaster loan given to him as a result of the flooding 
of his motel in 1973 
"Mr Carter," he writes, prove to me that Justice is 
not a luxury that only the rich can afford I had only a 
small motel at Bagnell Dam ami this spring starts my 
fifth year out of business I don't think I can take much 
more ..

Many patients 
notice that the noise gets worse 
when they are emotionally 
upset or when they are severely 
fatigued In moot instances, the 
cause af die noise is the 
narrowing af the blood vessels 
Sometimes, 
tinnitus 
is 
associated with high blood 
pressure 
Many people who are troubled 
by this ar other noises falsely 
believe that they indicate an 
impending stroke, a brain 
tumor or deafness This is not 
true 
You and others with similar 
complaints need a great deal of 
reassurance that this condition 
is more at a nuisance than a 
threat to life 
There are now many tests by 
which the entire circulatory 
system 
can 
be 
surveyed. 
Narrowing of the blood vessels 
that lead from the heart, 
through the neck and to the 
brain can be detected and, in 
many instances, repaired

hope this happens in your case 
In the meantime, consult your 
physician again and get the 
added assurance that no severe 
problem exists.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Coffee prices 
which are already at record levels probably 
will go even higher later this year 
But 
consumers could see some declines by the 
early 
months 
of 
1978, 
an 
Agriculture 
Department economist says 
William 
C. 
Bowser, 
the 
department 
analyst, said in a report that if coffee 
production 
prospects 
improves 
a n d- 
consumers around the world simultaneously 
cut use of the beverage "there is a possibility 
that green coffee prices may begin to drop 
by the end of the year, with wholesale end 
retail prices following suit a few months 
later." 
Bowser added in an interview he could not 
predict how much higher retail prices are 
likely to climb this year, although further 
gains are practically certain because retail 
price tags still have not caught up with 
advances in wholesale prices 
The economist also said he could not 
forecast how far next year’s potential price 
retreat would go 
It depends heavily, he 
said, on the combination of production 


reports in coming months coupled with the 
strength of consumer resistance to high 
prices. 
Other department 'pecialtots earlier had 
blamed the coffee boom on a reduction in 
world supplies caused by a 1975 frost in 
Bz®xii, the world s leading producer. A 
recent report noted supplies are still big 
enough to meet the needs of importing 
countries like the United States, but reserve 
stocks in producing countries by the end of 
the 1877 78 marketing season will be down to 
only a 3-4 month supply for world needs 
In effect, there really isn’t a coffee 
shortage, although supplies are tight 
Ifs 
this tightness that has escalated prices,” the 
earlier report said 
Bowser, in his new report, said since the 
United States and other major consuming 
nations don’t produce coffee, the only way 
Americans can affect the price is to drink 
less. 
Other department specialists, meanwhile, 
said in a study of U S. coffee consumption 
over the past 30 years Americans have been 
cutting down on the beverage ever since 
World War II.

‘For most parents,” com­ 
mis Prof John Mennear, "the 
it thing they think of when 
dr child has swallowed 
nething poisonous is, ’Make 
ii vomit.’ 
That could be a perfectly

linear advises, in dealing 
h at least four situations: 
When 
the 
victim 
has 
Blowed a petroleum product 
h as gasoline, charcoal- 
iter fluid or kerosene; 


-When the poisoning involves 
a corrosive material such as 
non-phosphate detergents or 
toilet bowl cleaners; 
-When the victim lias had or 
looks like he’s going to have 
convulsions; 
• When the victim is un­ 
conscious 


Regarding 
poisoning 
by 
petroleum products, Mennear 
explains that when a person 
vomits after taking this kind of 
chem ical, the substance is 
aspirated 
into 
the 
lungs, 
damaging the delicate tissue of 
the lungs and often leading to 
pneumonia. 


"Back in the days 
when 
kerosene poisoning 
was 
a 
frequent problem, the kids who 
died of it didn’t die because of 


the effects on the stomach or 
because the chem ical was 
absorbed into the blood stream, 
(tut because they vomited and 
aspirated the material into their 
lungs. 
"T h a t’s 
why 
labels 
on 
charcoal-lighter fluids say 'Do 
not induce vomiting ’ ” 


If you’re dealing with a 
corrosive material such as non­ 
phosphate detergents, toilet- 
iiowl cleaner or other acidic 
substances, "going down is bad 
enough, but when it surges back 
up in vomiting it compounds the 
damage." 
Once a corrosive material is 
in the stomach, he says, it 
begins weakening the tissues of 
the stomach and the very act of 
vomiting could rupture the 
weakened stomach. 


Concerning a poison victim 
who has had or looks like he’s 
going to have convulsions, 
Mennear advises. "You don’t 
want 
to 
induce 
vomiting 
because the explosive activity 
involved 
could 
set 
off 
a 
seizure.” 
And, "Don’t ever try to make 
an unconscious person vomit 
because anyone who’s un­ 
conscious has no control over 
his muscular activity and could 
drown in his 
own 
vomited 
material.” 
What 
first-aid 
would 
he 
recommend for the victims of 
petroleum products or corrosive 
subst naves? 
"W hen 
a 
youngster 
has 
swallowed something that in­ 
volves petroleum, mineral oil 
will reduce the absorption but it 
is most important to contact a 


physician, because he might 
want to pump the stomach." 
If it’s an alkaline material, 
such 
as 
a 
non-phosphate 
detergent, Mennear says the 
victim could be given milk, to 
help protect the stomach, or 
"any citrus fruit juice, orange 
or lemon ju ic e ..." to help 
neutralize the poison. 
In 
the 
case 
of 
an 
acid 
poisoning he suggests some kind 
of alkaline compound such as 
mill: of magnesia or non-gas 
producing antacids like Maalox 
or Amphogel to help neutralize 
the acid. 
"B ut don’t,” he stresses, 
"give 
sodium 
bicarbonate 
because it will react with the 
acid and liberate tremendous 
amounts of carbon dioxide, and 
then you get a gas problem, 
distending the stomach." 


All of this, he notes, "is, of 
course, just first aid The best 
thing to do first, if at 
ail 
possible, is call the physician, lf 
you can't reach your doctor, call 
a poison control Center. And if 
neither a doctor nor poison 
control center is accessible, try 
a pharm acist." 


M ennear adds that while 
many hospitals don’t have oi 
ficial poison control centers, 
they do have information on 
poison emergencies because, 
"really childhood poisoning is 
the No. I pediatric emergency of 
the tim es.” 
While childhood poisonings 
keep emergency rooms busy, 
Mennear says, another type of 
poisoning hospitals deal with 
often involves the other end of 
the age spectrum 


"While the accidental drug 
overdose 
can 
happen 
to 
any boti), it frequently happens 
to the elderly and ifs mostly a 
case ol their forgetting when 
they last took a prescribed drug 
such as an antihistamine or a 
sedative ” 


He recalls being at a local 
t ospitai's em ergency room 
when an elderly woman was 
brought in. "And it was not a 
new thing for her She had been 
in before. It was an overdose of 
barbiturates and she had to 
have her stomach pumped.” 
Regarding contaminated food 
poisonings, 
M ennear 
says, 
"Don’t eat it if there s any 
doubt...if s w asteful but I d 
rather waste some money than 
run the risk of food poisoning 
Especially if ifs a situation 


involving 
a 
hom e-canned 
product 
B otulism ’s alm ost 
always fatal.” 
He is dismayed at the con 
tinuing

"It seems ironic that while
